Recollect the 
lungs aro tike a bladder in their structure, 
and can stretch'open to double their size 
with perfect safety, giving a noble chest 
and perfect iinmUnity from consumption,

‘common air we breathe, supposing however, 
that no obstacle exists, external to the chest, 
such as twining it about with stays, ot having 
the shoulders lie upon it. On rising from 
the bedin the mornihg, place yourself in an 
erect postute, with your head thrown back 
and your shoulders entirely off'from the chest, 
then inhale all the air that can be got in; 
then'hold your bréath ana throw your arms 
off behind; hold’ your breath as long as 
possible.

The California Miners’ Advucate, gives 
an account of the ceremony of burning their 
dead by the Digger Indians. It says: 

‘The interesting and solemn spectacle of 
burning a Digger Indian, was witnessed 
last Thursday morning inthe suburbs of the 
town, by a large assemblage of people, ‘The 
deceased was an old man, and in all proba-~ 
bility had died of extreme old age; at least 
the appearance of the body would tend to 
confirm that opinion. Near the town is a 
rancheria, where the funeral ceremonies look 
place. ‘The corpse was covered with sub- 
stantial oak logs and brush, and at daylight 
the pile was fired. As soon as the fire star- 
ted, anumber of males and feinales, with 
their faces blackened, commenced chanting 
some doleful dirge, andthe whole party 
danced ina circle around the corpse. Large 
numbers of both sexes, seated on the ground, 
with their heads bowed down, cried and 
groaned and uttered the most piteous yells 
and screams. They wrung iheir hands, 
beat their breasts, and pointing to the corpse 
as they circled around in the dance, made 
the woods hideous’ with their unearthly yells. 
All the property of the deceased was burnt 
with him, and no less than a bushel of beads, 
shells and other tinkets. Each one seemed 
to add some fuel to the flames, and contrib- 
ute some article asa testimonial to the mem - 
ory of the deceased. The funeral ceremo- 
nies continued until the body was entirely 
consumed, when the solemnities concluded 
by all hands blackening their faces; It was 
a scene very interesting, partaking equally 
of the grave and ludicrous. Near by, a 
party of Indians, four in number, were play- 
ing cards at twolve and a halfceuts a game, 
and during the whole proceedings, their 
equanimity was never disturbed; or the

AGRICULTURAL, 
Rearing Stock. 


There are at least two modes of rearing 
calves. One isto let them ‘snck the céw 
through the summer season—-and the other 
is to take the calf away as soon as the cow’s 
milk is fit fur butter, Xe-, and feed him by 
hand. Skim milk is one of the articles given, 
and this is thickened with meal or shorts. 

These two are the leading modes, but there 
are intermediate systems that are extensiv- 
ly practised. Some farmers let the calf 
suck the mother for eight and ten weeks, and 
then take him away and feed him. Some 
let the calf run out to pasture with the cow 
through the summer, while others keep the 
calf in the barn, and let him suck the cow 
night and morning, giving the calf good hay 
to eat between menis. 

The most natural way seems to be to let 
the calf suck for a few weeks, at least. 
This keeps his bowels in good order and he 
will be likely to have more uniform and reg- 
ularmeals than when fed by hand. And} 
there is no food quite equal to mother’s milk, | 
let the care of the calf be ever so _particu- 
lar. 

The first milk of the cow, after dropping 
her calf, physics the youngling precisely as 
you would hke; and when a calfor pig is 
deprived of this first and matureal food. it 
should have some equivalent as physic, or it 
would not do well, Some molasses and
